For  over  two  years  now  the  students  of 
Livingston  College  have  been  actively  cam- 
paigning for  an  expanded  Livingston 
Student  Center.  Expansion  is  not  a new 
issue  for  the  Livingston  College  communi- 
ty. As  the  following  original  excerpt  from 
a master  plan,  that  is  over  a decade  old, 
illustrates: “’In  fairness  to  the  students 
presently  housed  and  attending  classes  on 
the  campus,  and  in  order  to  attract  an 
enthusiastic  group  of  new  students,  a mat- 
ter of  highest  priority  is  that  of  improving 
the  image  of  the  Kilmer  [Livingston] 
Campus.  Image,  although  intangible,  is 
evoked  by  many  positive  and  tangible  ele- 
ments. It  is  imperative  that  these  aspects 
of  image  be  analyzed  and  that  measures 
be  taken  to  address  the  weaknesses  and 
cultivate  the  strengths  of  the  present  cam- 
pus.”’ The  need  for  more  resources  was 
recognized  early  on  in  center’s  existence. 
Today  that  need  has  never  been  greater. 
Livingston  College’s  enrollment  is  at  an  all 
time  high  with  over  4,000  students 
enrolled  for  the  fall  semester  , making  it

Editors  Note:  This  is  the  second  of  two  messages  sent  by  Dean 
Hyndman  to  members  of  the  Livingston  Community  following  the  World 
Trade  Center  disaster. 


Dear  Livingston  College  Community 
Members: 

It  has  been  a little  more  than  two  weeks 
since  the  terrible  events  that  shook  our 
country.  In  some  ways  its  appears  that  life 
has  returned  to  normal,  and  yet  each  of  us 
knows  that  our  personal  and  public  lives 
have  forever  been  altered.  In  one  way  or 
another,  we  have  all  suffered  from  the  loss 
of  life,  property,  and  peace  of  mind  that 
appeared  to  be  ours  before  the  morning 
of  September  I 1 , 200 1 .

Students,  faculty  and 
staff  around  the  cam- 
pus responded  to  the 
September  11  tragedy 
in  typical  fashion,  ask- 
ing “what  can  I do  to 
heipp” 


From  within  the  relative  peace  and  reason 
of  the  academic  community  we  have  been 
painfully  reminded  that  there  is  evil  in  the 
world.  Life  often  includes  events  that  are 
unpleasant,  traumatic  and  difficult  to  com- 
prehend. This  may  lead  to  feelings  of 
helplessness,  fear,  anger,  or  worse  - hate.  It 
is  important  that  we  also  remember  that 
life  can  be  good.  It  is  also  important  to  remember 
that  one  of  the  main  goals  of  our  learning  communi- 
ty is  to  seek  truth,  to  promote  understanding  and  to 
strive  for  that  which  is  the  better  side  of  humanity.  I 
personally  believe  that  the  light  is  greater  than  the 
darkness,  and  I call  on  us  as  a learning  community  to 
let  our  light  shine  in  order  to  overcome  the  dark- 
ness. 


Help  came  in  many, 
many  forms.  A blood 
drive  in  the  Recreation 
Center  was  one  of  the 
first  planned  activities 
and  was  held  on 
Octobers.  Scarlet 
Tribute,  an  organization 
formed  by  a group  of 
students  created  an 
800  foot  United  States 
flag,  made  by  hand 
prints  of  community 
members  as  a fundrais- 
ing effort.  To  help  keep 
people  informed,  a 
“Quilt  of  Hope  and 
Healing'asaplacefor 
remembrance  was  cre- 
ated in  Lucy  Stone  Hall. 


After  a catastrophe  of  this  magnitude  it  is  not  unusu- 
al for  many  to  experience  varying  degrees  of  anxiety, 
confusion,  aggravation  or  hostility  even  for  many 
weeks  following  the  event.  It  is  important  that  we 
remain  cognizant  of  our  common  values  — an 
appreciation  for  diversity,  open  communication,  the 
peaceful  and  free  exchange  of  ideas,  a respect  for  law 
and  social  order,  and  the  intrinsic  value  of  each 
human  being.  My  expectation  is  that,  as  a thinking 

community,  we  will  all  work  to  insure  that 
our  behaviors  do  not  reflect  merely  the 
emotions  of  the  moment,  but  also  reveal 
our  long  standing  core  values.  A learning 
community  is  by  definition  a caring  com- 
munity. Being  available  to  help  others  to 
manage  these  difficult  times  is  one  way  to 
be  helpful.  In  addition,  the  University  has 
made  available  both  self  help  resources  on 
the  Web  and  through  the  University’s 
counseling  services. 


As  an  academic  community,  it  is  important 
that  we  learn  some  valuable  lessons  from 
the  calamities  of  September  I Ith.  One  of 
the  lessons  we  should  take  from  these  bit- 
ter experiences  is  that  belief  and  world- 
views are  critically  important.  As  a plu- 
ralistic society,  we  must  continue  to  make 
special  efforts  to  respect  our  differences. 
We  must  also  recognize  that  there  are 
those  in  the 

world  who  do  not  share  our  values.  We 
must  be  able  to  rationally  understand  and 
manage  this  reality.  The  globalization  of 
the  world  that  we  so  readily  praise,  also 
presents  complex  challenges  and  prob- 
lems. We  must  be  prepared,  as  a multi-cul- 
tural society,  to  face  them.  In  the  last  two  weeks 
people  have  appropriately  sought  God’s  blessing  on 
America.  Let  us  continue  to  pray  for  our  nation  and 
wisdom  for  our  leaders.  Finally,  let  us  not  live  in  fear, 
but  choose  the  courage  to  respect  another,  the 
strength  to  seek  justice,  and  a heart  for  peace.
